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MEMO FROM MANAGER»S OFFICE CONCERNING 
REFRIGERATORS 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Instructions concerning the care and 
operation of refrigerators have been 
issued to all Groenbelt residents. Any¬ 
one not having received those instruc¬ 
tions can get a copy by stopping at the 
office. These directions were issued 
to assist the housowife in taking care 
of her refrigerator so that she would 
have better results and efficiency t in 
its uso. 

Ono very important item was concern¬ 
ing tho question of defrosting. During 
the summer timo, dofrosting should be 
done at least once a week. Some boxes 
automatically defrost themsolves, other 
ones do not. This item is covered in 
more detail in the instruction sheet. 

If your refrigerator is not defrosted 
regularly, the motor lias to run prac¬ 
tically all the time to kocp the box 
at the propor temperature. This re¬ 
sults in break-downs and other motor 
difficulty. 

If tho refrigerator maintenance man 
finds that a refrigorator has broken 
down duo to neglect in proper care, a 
charge for repair will bo made, accord¬ 
ing to Item 9 in tho loaso which says 
"If repairs arc made necessary by act 
or neglect.......the said repairs may 

be made by the Government and tho expense 
thereof shall bo paid by the Tenant as 
additional ront".

Editors Note: In view of tho fact that 
9U? 0 of tho maintenance complaints re¬ 
ceived by the management concern refrig¬ 
erators, tho Cooporator urges every re¬ 
sident who has mislaid his copy of. the 
official instructions to obtain another 
from the office, and read it carefully. 

YTc mention hero most important items 
to be rememborod: 

When tenant occupies house, the bo:: 
will be startod by the Maintenance 
Department. 

The adjustment of the cold control 
varies-with the individual need. 40 
degrees is considered the beet temper- 
aturo for food refrigeration. There is 
not over 5 degrees variance in the top 
and bottom shelf of tho food compartments,' 
the bottom sholf being the colder. To 


minimize the running of the motor, only 
have door open when necessary. 

Do not keep any more ico trays made 
up than immediately required. Never 
place wax paper across shelves as that 
stops circulation of air in the food 
compartment. Keep all food in closed 
containers, otherwise the condensation 
around tho freozing unit will absorb 
the moisture from the contents, there¬ 
by weakening tho natural flavors as well 
as giving a withered appearance to un¬ 
cooked vegetables. The latter should 
be kept in a hydrator. 

Refrigerant odors come from uncover¬ 
ed foods generally. The exception is 
a gas leak which may develop at any 
time in any refrigerator and immediate 
notice should be given tho Maintenance 
Office of this condition. Should a 
leak develop, immediately open the 
kitchen windows and isolate the room. 
Though objectionable, this gas is not 
deadly as used, but causes dry throat 
and coughing for a short while. 

iievor remove cube trays with an ice 
pick or other sharp instruments. 

Ice cubes or liquids should not be 
kept in the drfrosting tray as this in¬ 
creases the humidity in tho refrigerator 
and causes excossivc condensation on 
the coils. 

Chilling desserts, such as ice orcam, 
sherberts, etc., should bo placed in 
cube trays, and the chiller ^adjustment 
set to maximum, or quick freeze. As 
soon as tho dessert is frozen, return 
the adjustment iib normal and have no 
foar of the dessert becoming soft. 

For efficient, economical operation, 
care should be taken to defrost the re¬ 
frigerator whenever the condensation 
(snow) on tho freezing unit is 1/4 inch 
thick. Prior bo defrosting, be sure 
the defrosting dish is empty and immed¬ 
iately under the chiller. At all other 
times bhis dish is useful as a contain¬ 
er for foods. 

When the unit is defrosted., empty the 
water out of the defrosting dish and re¬ 
turn controls to original adjustment. 

The food compartments should be defrost¬ 
ed and cleaned inside at least every ten 
days. A mild solution of warm water and 
baking soda is recommended.

In the noantinc 
others have done tho sane, and many have 
oven expressed their readiness to be don* 
ors in tine of need. 

Then in the event of an accident or 
for sonc other reason you should need a 
transfusion, your card is consulted for 
your blood type, the list of donors 
be cones active, and nuch tino—perhaps a. 
life—has been saved. 

The examination is free, and tho donors 
arc volunteers. 

Incidentally the examination would cos - ; 
throe dollars elsewhere and professional 
donors receive at least twonty-fivo dol¬ 
lars for each donation. 

Again I wish to impress everyone with 
the fact that Grccnbclt is the first 
town to subscribe on nasso to this pro¬ 
gressive form of life insurance. The re¬ 
sponse has beer: so good that it is ex¬ 
pected that typing will bop in within two 
week's.

HEALTH NOTES: WHOOPING COUGH 
by Dr. T, A, Christensen 

Whoopinp couph has boon not with in 
all civilized countries and has been 
traced throuph all tho barbaric nations 
wherever historians have been able to 
collect data. At first sipht, the dis¬ 
ease is such a commonplace ono that it 
is dismissed at once as bcinp something 
that must happen to the average child. 

Throuph the Census Bureau, a different 
li-,ht is shod on the problem:- in tho 
registration area of the U nited States, 
there is an annual report of 200,000 
cases with a ease mortality of 1 out of 
39, or a total rate of 5,294 eases per 
year. This mortality rate is greater 
than the combined rates for diphtheria 
and scarlet fever. 

In the early nineteen hundreds, Sauer 
in Illinois and Madsen in the Faroe Is¬ 
lands began to immunize children against 
this disease. Since then, numerous at¬ 
tempts have been made to improve on their 
methods to control 'the-disease, Recent¬ 
ly, a toxoid (a toxin dotorifiod so that 
the deleterious agoiVt'is renovod) has 
been developed. This substance, when in¬ 
jected at an appropriate time, will pre¬ 
vent whooping couph. So, also, when 
whooping couph dcvolops a similar sub¬ 
stance, it will aid* in most eases in 
controlling the 'disease*. 

In Now Yorlc City,* in 1937, when tho 
American Academy of Pediatries met, 
scepticism was expressed about tho 
efficatiousness of the scrums. Since 
then, Madsen in the’Faroe I slands and 
others have presented evidence to show 
that the mortality is g-rcatly lessened 
and complications greatly decreased by 
prophylactic use of vaccinos. At the 
present time, moS’t pediatricians use 
vaccines to ir.Jmunizc against whooping 
cough. Practically all child specialists 
use the scrums in treatment of the dis¬ 
ease. ' ’ ’ 

IIore in Grcohbclt, the scrums may be 
had by bringing*the child to the Modical 
Center on Thursday mornings. There are 
no charges for this immunological pro* 
ccdure. By bringing the children regu* •• 
larly to these clinics which arc designed 
to prevent illness, mothers will have a 
greater margin of safety in protecting 
the health of their children. It is a 
service that Grccnbcltians cannot afford 
to do without.

AN OPEN LETTER TO THE TRANSPORTATION 

COMMITTEE 

There have boon many ugly rumors ex¬ 
tant in Orocnbelt to the effect that, 
since the Farm Socurity Administration 
is absorbing a deficit from tho opera¬ 
tion of the Grccnbclt Bus Line to tho 
tune of about $900 per month, the im¬ 
mediate effect is a curtailment of edu¬ 
cational and rocroational activities 
which had originally been planned for our 
citizens and that, if improvement 
docsn*t soon sot in, we may ultimately 
look for this deficit to result in an 
increase in our rents. 

During the past months, whilo Grccn- 
,bclt was growing, there was a legitimate 
excuse for a subsidized bus line. 

Dofioits were inevitable and justifiable. 
They could be explained away as neces¬ 
sary expenses of development. Now, 
however, as the population has been 
practically absorbed, the situation 
should bo squarely faced, for it is 
obvious that the present condition will 
not long be permitted to continue. 

That Grccnbclt, dependent as it is 
on Washington for its livelihood,' must 
maintain an adequate transportation 
system, although providing service to its 
patrons at a reasonable figure, is being 
operated at a terrific loss is also true. 

Various expedients have been advanced 
as corrective measures. As to the 
merits of those proposals, the average 
citizen is in no position to judge, 
lacking facts and figures on which to 
base a conclusion. 

The general concensus of opinion 
appears to be that the present method 
of transportation should bo continued, 
if efficiently managed, and many have 
religiously patronized the buses, con¬ 
fidently believing that by so doing they 
were building for a future when increased 
revenues would permit an expansion of 
facilities and schedules. This was in 
lino with the advice given them by the 
Transportation Committee of the Citizens 
Association some months ago. Others 
have been reluctant to forego the comfort 
of driving their own cars for the privi¬ 
lege of standing in a crowded bus, 
particularly new that it

Having jus c returned fron a two 
weeks visit in Milwaukee, vVis., I would 
like to tell ny impressions of Green- 
dale, 'Vie. where ny friends took no 
one afternoon. 

This Government project is nuch 
like Greenbclt, but on a nuch sr.r.llcr 
scalo. 

It is yet incor.iplctc - the business 
center not finished, and the school land 
playground still under construction. 
Their playground is in connection with 
the,school in a small park which, by 
the v/uy, is the only shady piece of 
ground thoro. There arc no largo group 
of trees in Grccndalo such as wo have 
in Greenbclt. However, the lawns ’were 
very green and well kept. There arc 
no flat-roofed houses, all arc gabled. 

The administration offices arc in 
a separate building, which is very 
attractive, being built of red brick 
with white trimmings, on low spreading 
linos. The approach is of colonial 
design fronting on a long brick terrace 
with broad stone stops. Asido^fron the 
Administration offices there is space 
in this building for a largo recreation¬ 
al room v/hich is about two stories 
# 

high having a beamed ceiling and long 
Fronch windows with Venetian blinds, 

I saw two new upright pianos in this 
room. The large centre lighting fix¬ 
ture was very modern and beautiful 
in design. 

The school also is red brick and 
not unlike the type of building I have 
just described. I didn’t go into the 
school building, as they were still 
working on it. 

When the busincss center is finished 
I an told they arc going to try Coopera¬ 
tive stores. 

The business buildings of red brick 
arc arranged facing a cement plaza; but 
Y/ith no attempt to make it artistic 
like ours. 

The traffic problem is not yet 
solved. There is no established bus 
lino, belt this will shape itself after 
Grccndalo is completely settled. There 
arc only about 300 people there now - 
and they seem to have cars. 

Inasmuch as I live in one of our 
lovely apartment houses, I was greatly 


is gradually dawning on them that more 
people moan more buses and more buses 
moan more deficit. 

It nay be held that, as the present 
transportation is provided as the result 
of a contract between the Farm Security 
Administration and the Capital Transit 
Company, and that the Farm Security Ad¬ 
ministration is underwriting the deficits 
the Greenbclt citizen should be satis¬ 
fied so long as he is provided with 
transportation at a figure he can afford. 

The average Greenbclt resident insists 
on paying his way, but he likes to know 
that the cards arc not all stacked 
against him. He is acquainted with the 
fact that the bus line is operating in 
the "rod”. He also knows that "dead 
head" trips arc uneconomic, but that 
nothing has been done to eliminate 
them. He also knows that, human nature 
being what it is, guaranteed revenues 
to an operating company do not usually 
beget reduced costs. Other than that, 
he knows little as to the financial 
details involved. 

The Transportation Committee is to 
be commended for the results it lias ac¬ 
complished toward improving the trans¬ 
portation facilities. Possessing, as 
it docs, nuch more information on the 
subject than the average citizen, would 
it not, in the light of recent develop¬ 
ments, be in order for the Committee 
to clarify its original statement that 
the bus service needs more patronage 
and, if it believes the same still 
to be true, to support its' belief with 
figures which may be used v/ith persua- • 
sion on our automobile riders or if, 
in fact, we arc fighting a losing cause, 
let us ha vc its recommendations* as 
to a possible alternative.

■ Gj-ocYrrcs Fr’on,an A&P and a Sanitary 
that c.re 1 oca-tad bn opposite corners of 
sL-^fa-shihr^ton sjjz&tt ore having a price 
var, Prices on staples have been forced 
down below their wholesale costs. 

On August 19, this A&P and Sanitary 
were visited by Mrs. Paul Feather by, 
lire. Leon Bcnoficl and Mrs. Stanley Rider 
through the courtesy of Mr. Robert 
Jacobsen, 

Each shopper had an identical list of 
the groceries whose prices were higher 
in Grccnbclt than in A&P or Sanitary 
stores — according to reports given by 
Groonboltians to the Grocery Store Com¬ 
mittee. 

The women bought these groceries in 
the rival chain stores and brought then 
back to Grccnbclt where you liavc seen 
them displayed in the grocery with as 
nearly similar brands -and qualities as 
the local store carries. 

There has been a feeling that the 
Grccnbclt grocery did carry a higher 
quality than people could afford to buy. 
Yet in competition with an A&P a nd a 
Sanitary having a price war, the bills 
for the tamo groceries are: 

Grccnbclt Consumer Services $5,20 

Sanitary 3.14 

’A&P ” 3.01 

While the adding machine was whirring 
under the spectacular fingers of a 
super-speed-demon accountant in the A&P 
—Mr. Jacobsen was contemplating steal¬ 
ing him for Grccnbclt and firing all the 
old staff -- this super-speed-demon was 
making two errors in our bill which 
were not discovered until the party re¬ 
turned to Grccnbclt. 

At the Sanitary the party would have 
been overcharged on one item if Mrs. 
Bencficl and Mr. Jacobsen hadn’t caught

In neither this 
A&P nor this Sanitary was the price 
marked on the cans.

tuna at a lower price than qithcr had 
ever heard of in their barge,in-hunting 
lives -- but on reading the ]nbcl they 
found that the tuna was packed in cotton¬ 
seed oil which is hard to digest and is 
unpalatable to many people. 

On visiting the vegetable and fruit 
counters the women found lettuce, celery, 
and fresh corn the sane price as in 
Grccnbclt but very much dried and wilted. 
Peaches wore cheaper in price and quality. 

The women also compared prices on- 
meats, cg..s, and butter. The meat was 
found to be cheaper but ungraded — not 
only poorer quality but with no visible 
grading marks. The counter in the A&P 
was so high that they could not see 
whether it was clean where the non work¬ 
ed, nor could they sec the part of the 
scales where the neat was placed dis¬ 
tinctly enough to insure fairness. 

A&P c bt s ranged in price from 2 
dozen for 53/ to 1 dozen for 39/. They 
were not kept on ice, although the Dop’t 
of Agriculture urges that eggs bo kept 
on ice; nor did any of the boxes reveal 
whether the eggs were fresh, storage, 
western, pullet, but one box was guar¬ 
anteed — guaranteed what, was not ex¬ 
plained. 

A&P butter was cheaper: rolls were 
2 for 57/ and prints 32/. 

The zest with which the women hunted 
down their bargains carried then through 
the fun of setting up the exhibit, 
tallying the score and planning the 
signs. They were received by the stay- 
at-homes as though they vie re a vic¬ 
torious football tcai.i returning. 

Both clerks and evening shoppers 
hovered anxiously over the growing dis¬ 
plays to sec how the comparison would 
turn out. 

An easy way tc make a similar experi¬ 
ment is to prepare your shopping list 
and then record the prices from the ad¬ 
vertisement of first one store in the 
Thursday evening papers and then the 
prices for the same items from another.

piocos or 7 loose stalks of celery and 
add to moat, cook another half hour# 

Wash and cook ono cup of rico till 
grains arc tender but not mushy# Pour 
cold water through rice and drain in 
collander# Add to lamb# 


Requests from members of the Better 
Buyers Club have come in for hints and 
suggestions on food budgets. The high 
price of meat has become quite a pro¬ 
blem. 


One of tho ways of solving this prob¬ 
lem is to use cheaper cuts of meat. Those 
cuts are just as nutritious and wholesome 
as the. more expensive ones but require a 
little longer cooking and a little more 
ingenuity in preparing. 


For example CHUCK (25^ a lb. on 
choice and 18^ on medium) can bo used in 
several ways: 

1. Makes excellent pot roast. 

• 2. If cooked slowly will mako a fino 

oven roast# 

3. Swiss stoak. (Ask the meat cutter 
to cut a thin slice like a stoak) 
(The prico will bo a little higher] 
than chuck roast). Cut.into 
serving sizes, roll in flour or 
crumbs, fry in hot fat till brown,] 
add one cup of water, cover and 
allow to simmer for r? hour. 

4. Buy a small roast (depending on 
size of your family)# Cut bones 
out and uso for soup. Use meat 
for hamburger; or cut up into 
small pieces and use for stew or 

• chop suey# 

Another economical and seldom used 
cut is BREAST OF BEEF . (Sells for about 
12^ a pound.) This cut at first glanco 
looks as though thbro might be a lot of 
waste to it. Howovor, the bone makes 
excellent soup; the meat if cookod slow¬ 
ly will make good roast. If boiled, cold 
breast of beof slices well and could bo 
used for sandwiches. 


Those cooks whose familiarity with 
lamb starts and ends with lamb chops and 
leg of lamb roasts might try tho follow¬ 
ing: . 

Lamb breast and lamb shank (runs 
12^ a pound)# Cut up 2 or 3 pounds of 
lamb into 1 inch pieces# Soar in pre¬ 
heated frying pan. Cut up large onion, 
add to lamb, and fry till onion browns. 

Add one cup of viator, cover pan and simmer 
for 1 hour. Wash and cut into 1 inch
